Early French Pictures of Fischer's. 
The unusually good display of early 
Dutch masters at the V. G. Fischer Gallery, 
No. 467 Fifth Ave., was withdrawn, all too 
soon, this week, to give place to an equally 
attractive display of pictures by the early 
French masters and their successors. Some 
of these have already been seen and no- 
ticed when shown in this always attractive 
gallery, but supplemented, as they now are, 
by other examples of quality, they form a 
delightful display. The contrast' between 
these, for the most part high-keyed and deli- 
cate colored works, with their more sombre 

. and lower-keyed Dutch predecessors, is very 
marked.. 

Perhaps the best, and certainly the most 

, attractive works shown are the three typ- 
ical -examples of J. B. Pater, the two de- 
liciously decorative "Over Doors" by 



Boucher, the unusual examples of Vigee Le 
Brun, both three-quarter length standing 
portraits of fair women, one of which, Mile, 
de Fries as Sapho, was reproduced in the 
New Year's number of the Art News. The 
lovely half-length seated portrait of the 
"Duchesse de la Vrilliere" by Drouais, the 
famous painter of Mme. de Pompadour, a 
half-length seated portrait of a lady in a 
red gown by Carle Van Loo, .one of the 
strongest examples of his refined and aris- 
tocratic art seen here in many a day; a 
small Watteau, a typical outdoors with 
figures, of exquisite quality; and a splendid 
example of the great architectural painter, 
Hubert Robert. 

There is also included in the exhibition 
two charming figure compositions and in- 
teriors, both of "La Toilette" by Pietro 
Ldnghi, a painter little known to Ameri- 
cans, but celebrated in Europe, and the two 
lovely oval cabinet portraits by Caspar 
Netscher, one of a warrior in armor and 
one of a lady of Louis XIV's court — the 
last the most decorative and charming little 
presentment of a grande dame in a rich 
gown^ — imaginable. Mr. Fischer is to be 
congratulated on this display, which may 
best be called one of "pictures of quality." 

Monet's Views of Venice. 

The Views of Venice by Monet now 
shown at the Durand-Ruel Gallery, No. 5 
West 36 St., to Feb. 1, were selected from 
the larger series shown in their Paris gal- 
leries last summer, and with them are hung' 
two or three of the artist's celebrated 
"Nymphea" or water lily pictures, which 
have not been seen in New York, and which 
in beauty of color and truthfulness are well 
up to the merit of their fellows, already 
seen and noticed. 

The views of Venice — chiefly of the ducal 
palace and the best known private palaces 
on the Grand . Canal — are, as may be im- 
agined, most satisfying and, of course, typ- 
ically delicate and delicious in color and 
feeling. It is good to see, even much- 
bepainted Venice through the eyes of such 
a poet-painter as Claude Monet, whose en- 
chanted opalescent visions of Venetian pal- 
aces will ever haunt the memory. 

Downman Portraits at Hodgkins*. 

A comprehensive and interesting collec- 
tion of watercolor portraits by John Down- 
man (1750-1824) are on exhibition at the 
galleries of Mr. E. M. Hodgkins, 630 Fifth 
Ave. This will be the only opportunity for 
art lovers to inspect a representative col- 
lection of Downman's art, for after the 
close of the present display, in three 
weeks, several of the^ exhibits will be sent 
to London. 

A study of the handsome catalog reveals 
that many prominent and celebrated per- 
sons were Downman's sitters. This is good 
evidence of thei artist's popularity. He 
was without a peer in the art of portraiture 
in watercolors, and was the keenest com- 
petitor of Cosway, the celebrated miniature 
painter. 

The present display comprises twenty-six 
portraits. Two of the beautiful Mrs. Fitz- 
gerald in different poses are remarkable 
for their fresh color. Here is an excellent 
likeness of Frederick the Great. (The artist 
made two copies, one for the Prussian Am- 
bassador and the other for the Hon. Major 
Pelham.) The portrait of Hon. Mrs. Har- 
court is wonderful in its fresh flesh tints 
and the dark red background. The artist 
painted four portraits of this handsome 
sitter, who was a Mary Danby and widow 
of Thos. Lockhart. The portrait of Master 
Twisden with dog is lovely in expression. 
This is evidently the original study for a 
full-length portrait in oils. The portrait of 
the Hon. Henry Fitzroy, son of Charles I, 
Lord Southampton, who married Lady Ann 
Wesley, is striking and the flesh tints are 
well preserved. 

Other portraits are of Earl Temple and 
Farnily, Lord Weston, Lady Gordon, Lady 
Lavinia Gosford, Captain Keppel, Mrs. 
Chollett and others. 

Many of the works have interesting foot- 
notes which give many historical details. 

Blakelock*s at Moulton & Ricketts. 

An exhibition of twenty-five oils by 
Ralph Blakelock is on at the Moulton & 
Ricketts Galleries, 537 Fifth Ave., through 
Feb. 3. It is a choice collection, showing 
the artist in the various periods of his de- 
velopment. The beautiful canvases, mellowed 
and tender, and again rich and deep in 
color, are a rare treat for art lovers. Some 
of the smaller canvases are veritable gems. 
"Waterfall," "Sunset," "Morning," "Moon- 
light," "Sunlight and Shadow," "Autumn" 
and "Blakelock's Palette" are some of the 
titles, but there is little choice in quality 
in this unusually uniform exhibition. 

These galleries are also showing a col- 
lection of "Modern Original Etchings" of 
rare interest, which includes the work of 
Frank Brangwyn, Albany E. Howarth, E. 
Lumsden, H. Hedley Fitton, Axel Haig and 
others. 



Landscapes by Geo. Elmer Browne. 

There is nothing monotonous in the ex- 
hibition of some" thirty-one landscapes by 
George Elmer Browne, now on at the 
Knoedler Galleries, 556 Fifth Ave., through 
Jan. 31. Versatility is the keynote of the 
display. The painter's point of view is a 
wide one, and his work is also marked by 
deep and harmonious color. There is de- 
cided pleasure in studying "Venetian Sails," 
with its broad masses and brilliant sunlight, 
boldly and sincerely painted, while the im- 
pression created by "Summer Nocturne" is 
more quiet and tender. 

The artist presents scenes of various 
lands. He portrays French, Spanish and 
Dutch subjects with equal facility, and if 
he has caught the character and atmos- 
phere of "The Roofs of Le Puy," he has 
painted with quite as much sympathy "Col- 
umn of St. Marks" and "Chapel of St. 
Videl." The two latter are watercolors, of 
which there are several, painted in a low 
key and having much of the quality of the 
oils. Altogether a strong and appealing 
show. 



Shepherd Pictures at Lotos Club. 

When cards were issued last week by 
the art committee of the Lotos Club 
with the modest announcement that 
an exhibition of paintings from the col- 
lection of Mr. J. G. Shepherd would 
take place at the Club gallery on Sat- 
urday evening last and through this 
week — the few who knew of the ex- 
ceedingly high quality, beauty and va- 
riety of this American collector's pic- 
tures in his home at Scranton, Pa., 
felt assured of a genuine treat, while 
the many who did not know this and 
who attended the exhibition have not 
ceased to. express their pleasure and 
delight in the display. 

Mr. Shepherd, who has been a modest 
collector for the past ten or fifteen years 
of the works of the modern Dutch and Bar- 
bizon masters and the American landscap- 
ists, loaned for this exhibition fifty-five 
works, representing Corot (2), Daubigny 
(2), Diaz (1), Daumier (1), Millet (3), Mon- 
ticelli (1) and Harpignies (1), Joseph Israels 
(5), Jacob Maris (5), Wilhelm Maris (5), 
Matthew Maris (2), Mauve (4), Neuhuys 
(1), Gabriel (1), and Weissenbruch (1). He 
also loaned, of Americans, Blakelock (1), 
Inness (2), Martin (1), Minor (1), Murphy 
(7), Tryon (1), Sartain (1), Carleton Wig- 
gins (1), A. P. Ryder (1) and Wyant (2). 

This list is given to show the general 
taste of Mr. Shepherd in painters, but when 
it is said that each and every example, with 
one other grey tonal and beautiful view of 
an oriental city at night by W. Bauer, se- 
lected for its suptrior quality, one may gain 
an idea of the exceeding and rare beauty 
of the display. To take the Barbizons first, 
a Corot of finer quality than "La Clarrie" 
has rarely been seen in New York; while 
one of the Daubignys, "Spring,'' was most 
typical and beautiful. The Harpignies was 
also satisfyingly characteristic and the Mil- 
lets included two unusual landscapes in 
pastel, depicting the famous church at 
Chaille and "The Mill," both high-keyed 
landscapes, joyous in atmosphere and 
tender and true in color, and a beautiful 
little figure composition, "Hagar and Ish- 
mael," in his best manner. 

Of the six examples of the strong art of 
Joseph Israels, the rather unusual subject, 
"The Druthe Madonna,*' an outdoors with 
figures, was the strongest, and the most 
interesting was an early bit of figure work, 
painted in 1850, "A Servant," more sugges- 
tive of Bonvin than Israels and exceedingly 
rich in quality. Willem Maris was repre- 
sented by five brilliant, joyous, sparkling 
landscapes, Jacob Maris also by three land- 
scapes and two figure works — the last so 
fine in color as to be only surpassed by the 
two figure works of his less known and 
poetic imaginative brother Matthew. The 
four Mauves were all typical, one — "Home- 
ward" — exceptionally fine.' 

The Americans held their own even in 
such splendid company. Both the Innesses 
were late and exceptionally good examples, 
while the splendid panel of seven Murphys, 
and especially his exquisite, joyous dream 
of "Autumn," was the most satisfying ex- 
ample of this painter the writer can remem- 
ber. The Sartain, Tryon and Wiggins were 
all typical, while the two Wyants were also 
superior. The Albert T. Ryder, an autumn 
landscape, was the best from his able brush 
imaginable. A word must be said for the 
Daumier, "Troisieme Classe," an illustrative 
yet poetical and romantic work. 

Mr. Shepherd can be congratulated on 
having given New York art lovers a club I 
exhibition of. private works of the finest in- 
dividual quality that can be recalled. ' 
- ' , J. B. T.

While Mr. McMillin lost, as will be 
seen by our tables elsewhere, on some 
of his foreign pictures — naturally on 
those purchased many years ago, and 
which had become demode — he lost 
very little on any of his American 
paintings, which held their own splen- 
didly, even with the smaller Barbizons 



ART NEWS AHEAD ON NEWS. 

Nearly half a column was devoted to 
a description on the art page of the 
New York "Times" of last Sunday, 
Jan. 19, of an interesting portrait of a 
lady, 'Ta Schiavona," accredited to Ti- 
tian and now on exhibition at the Gim- 
pel & Wildenstein Galleries, No. 636 
Fifth Ave. The impression given by 
this article was that the news of this 
picture was exclusive and first pub- 
lished by the "Times." 

As an evidence of the sources of in- 
formation of the Art News and its fa- 
cilities for giving the first, and gener- 
ally exclusive information, on matters 
of art importance to the art public, it 
may be stated that the purchase of this 
picture by Gimpel and Wildenstein, 
and its interesting history was pub- 
lished in the Art News some two 
years ago. The "Times," . therefore, 
have published an old story. 



MODERN ART FABLES. 
(No. 2) 

And it came to pass that in the ful- 
ness of time an art purveyor, whose 
soul was stirred by the predatory prac- 
tices of certain of his fellows upon 
the people of a Western land, as yet 
uncultured and unacquainted with the 
guile of the fabricators of graven and 
painted images, said unto his brothers 
in trade, "Lo, I will gather together 
the graven and painted images of little 
worth of these robbers, made unto and 
after the likeness of the works of great 
and true fabricators of the same, which 
have much repute in the East, and I 
will display them in an unwalled city 
of that Western world, and in a house 
of which I have taken possession upon 
a fair street of that city— so that these 
people, as yet unacquainted with the 
truth in art, and with the guile of the 
robbers — may see the same, and may 
take counsel thereof, so that they may 
save their shekels for the purchase of 
true graven and painted images and 
for themselves and children — Selah !" 

And he forthwith proceeded to gath- 
er together these painted and graven 
images of little worth in his house, 
and he set over them a fellow art pur- 
veyor, long known in the Western 
world, to guard and to tell their story. 

And he called this assembly one of 
"Fakes," which is an idle word of the 
vernacular, in much use among the 
people of the Western world, unac- 
quainted with the guiles of the art 
trade. Wherefore, there is much mer- 
riment among the art purveyors — not 
only of the Western, but of the East- 
ern world — from whence come the ob- 
jects called "Fakes," and much gibing 
on their part of the art purveyor called 
to preside over the assemblage of these 
"fakes." 



NO "FAKE PICTURE" MUSEUM. 

Mr. Jacques Seligmann cables from 
Paris in which city he arrived only a 
few days ago from his recent visit to 
New York, to the N. Y. "Herald", that 
he was misunderstood in his recent in- 
terview in the "Herald" on his pro- 
posed installment of a "Museum of 
Fakes" in his building which he re- 
cently leased at Fifth Ave. and Fifty- 
fifth St., and says that his plan is to 
confine any such museum to "Fake" 
objets d'art and not pictures. In this 
explanation of his intention, Mr. Eu- 
gene Glaenzer, who has lately become 
associated with Mr. Seligmann, and 
who, it is understood, is to preside over 
the "Museum of Fakes," also concurs 
in an interview in the "Herald." 

There is much curiosity and interest 
felt and expressed in the proposed 
"Fake Museum," and it is reported that 
Mr. Glaenzer has received many in- 
quiries as to the date of the opening 
and the probable "periods" and lines 
which will be represented by the 
"Fakes" which, in turn, it is expected, 
will be studied by collectors and art 
lovers with a view to self-protection 
from unscrupulous dealers. 



"KOBBE'S "ACCURATE" NEWS. 

Mr. Gustave Kobbe, art critic of the 
Sunday edition of the "New York Her- 
ald," in an article, signed by him, in 
last Sunday's "Herald," Jan. 19, gives 
the following as his opening para- 
graph : 

"On Saturday of the coming week the 
Architectural League of New York will hold 
its reception and private view of its twenty- 
eighth annual exhibition in the building of 
the American Fine Arts Society, in West 
57 Street. The exhibition opens to the pub- 
lic next Sunday and will continue until Sat- 
urday, February 22." 

As a matter of fact, and for the sake 
of the record, the Art News feels it 
necessary to state that the 28th annual 
exhibition of the Architectural League 
of New York will open to the public 
Sunday, Feb. 2, not "next Sunday" 
(Jan. 26), and that the opening recep- 
tion and private view will not be held 
today as Mr. Kobbe states, but Satur-^ 
day of next week, Feb. 1. 



GEN. LEA'S ORIENTAL ART. 

A despatch from San Francisco states 
that the important and valuable collec- 
tion of antique iChinese art formed by 
the late General Hbmer Lea is soon to be 
sold in New York. The report further 
states that it is understood that Mr. Mor- 
gan is negotiating for the major portion 
of this collection. 

The collection is declared to have few 
equal in antiquity or quality and com- 
prises vases, potteries, china and em- 
broideries., The richest piece is an im- 
perial heirloom — a crackle vase two feet 
high which boasts the most correct curves, 
the gentle mellow gloss, etc. 



FRENCH CUBIST HERE. 

Francois Picabia, one of the leading 
exponents of cubism in France, ar- 
rived on La Lorraine on Monday. 

''Cubism is modern painting," said Mr. 
Picabia. "I think, in fact I am certain, 
that cubism will supplant all other forms 
of painting. I was originally an impres- 
sionist. Now, cubism is not a development 
of impressionism. In my case it was a 
personal revolution in taste. 

"There are no fixed laws in cubism. 
While cubists as a school are united, yet 
their works are instinctively individual. 



BOUCHER TAPESTRY HERE. 

A large and important tapestry by 
Boucher has just been imported by the 
E. Gimpel and Wildenstein galleries. 
The tapestry measuring about 14 x 14 
feet, rich in color and beautiful in de- 
sign, depicts "Bacchus and Ariadne." 
It is one of the famous and celebrated 
Casimir Perrier tapestries. 



TWO NEW ART SOCIETIES. 

The Senate on Saturday last passed 
two bills introduced by Senator Lodge 
which provided for the incorporation 
of the American Academy of Arts and 
Letters and the National Institute of 
Arts and Letters. In each case the list 
of incorporators includes the promi- 
nent artists, sculptors, musicians, and 
authors in the United States. The mem- 
bership of the Academy is to be re- 
stricted to 50, and the Institute to 250.

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LONDON LETTER. 

London, Jan. 15, 1913. 

The Alma-Tadema Memorial exhibi- 
tion which has just been opened at Bur- 
lington House is illuminating for many 
reasons. Nothing could have demon- 
strated more incontestably the limita- 
tions of the popular artist than this 
wholesale exhibition of his works, and 
by no other means could the critic have 
been so well enabled to estimate the 
position which Tadema actually held 
among the painters -of his day. The 
pictures are not hung in order of their 
production, although the catalog pro- 
vides the visitor with the means of so 
distinguishing them, if sufficient pa- 
tience is forthcoming! As one walks 
through the rooms resplendent with 
the glories of marble, the blue of skies, 
the border of Tyrian dyes, the splendor 
of mosaic, the gorgeour of silks, one is 
struck with the singular absence of 
emotion, the singular lack of life which 
all these technical excellencies produce. 
Less elaborate, and possibly less accur- 
ate delineations of past glories, some- 
how succeed in being more decorative 
in effect and less magnificent crafts- 
manship is able to leave us more deep- 
ly moved. His artistic kinship with Sir 
Frederick Leighton inevitably occurs 
to us, and the phrase ''splendidly null" 
suggests itself as descriptive of the im- 
pression which his art makes. 

That Tadema must have been a tire- 
less and painstaking artist goes with- 
out saying, for the elaboration of his 
many canvases bears witness to his in- 
dustry, and the conscientious nature of 
his methods is everywhere apparent. 
The archaeological accuracy of his clas- 
sic details, although it represents re- 
search, does not represent inspiration, 
and this want of a direct understand- 
ing of life and of emotion is apparent 
in all that emanated from his brush. It 
would have been wiser to have selected 
just one-third of the pictures for exhi- 
bition ! 

A noteworthy project is on foot at 
Brighton where preparations have been 
begun to establish a Folk-Museum on 
the lines of those already founded in 
Norway and Denmark. This will be a 
museum in the open air which will aim, 
as far as possible, at reconstructing 
past ages, their art and customs in a 
manner more actual than that charac- 
terizing the ordinary museum exhibits. 
Thus the jewels, weapons, furniture, 
utensils and sculpture of bygone days 
will be displayed in surroundings, re- 
constructed so as to give an idea of the 
originals, and every effort will be made 
to secure for the open-air museum old 
houses which seem worthy of preserva- 
tion. The idea, if as well carried out as 
is the Skansen Museum at Stockholm, 
should be of the greatest value from 
the educational point of view. 

From Oulton Manor House, a man- 
sion which boasts the distinction of 
being able to claim mention in the 
Doomsday Book, hails the magnificent 
carved mantelpiece which Messrs. Dan- 
iell are exhibiting at their Galleries in 
Wigmore Street. The mantlepiece 
forms part of a finely panelled Oak 
Room, added about the middle of the 
16th Century — and accords with the 
over-door decorations, which render the 
whole so extraordinarily decorative. 
The classic style predominates in the 
Corinthian columns of the fireplace and 
of the niches above it, while the Gothic 
influence is strong in the carved mould- 
ings and borders. The Tudor Rose is 
the motif of a large part of the decora- 
tion, which, thanks to the preservative 
powers of the varnish which coated it 
So liberally for several centuries, is in 
an exceptionally complete and unspoilt 
state. This has now been entirely re- 
'Tioved, allowing the delicacy of design 
and of workmanship to be seen to the 



fullest advantage. It is not often that 
one enjoys the opportunity of viewing 
such a splendid specimen of Elizabe- 
than woodwork. 

Collectors and students of old Shef- 
field Plate will welcome the new work 
on this subject by Flenry Newton 
Veitch, to be published shortly. Mr. 
Veitch's volume on ''Sheffield Plate : Its 
History, Manufacture and Art" is gen- 
erally recognized as being the most 
comprehensive and reliable book of its 
kind hitherto obtainable, and its author 
is rightly regarded as the acknowl- 
edged authority in this matter. The 
new work, to be entitled, ''The Three 
Periods of Sheffield Plate" will be di- 
vided into three parts, the first dealing 
with the Imitation Silver Mark Period 
from 1742 to 1780, the second with the 
Registered Mark Period from 1780 to 
1800, and the third with the Device 
Mark Period from 1800 to 1850. 

An 18th Century clock of unusual 
beauty is now shown at the Galleries 
of Messrs. Frank Partridge, 26 King 
Street, St. James'. This is a musical 
clock by Allen Walker, who devoted 
the years 1756-58 to its construction ; 
it has a repertoire of six tunes and is a 
piece of extraordinarily fine craftsman- 
ship. It stands within a mahogany 
case of classic design and rests upon a 
richly carved pedestal of the same 
wood, whose peculiarly mellow tones 
give a splendidly rich effect. The 
piece should be of particular interest 
to those who appreciate fine clocks.

THAT NEWLY FOUND RAPHAEL 

As published in the American Art 
News, a Raphael, ''Madonna della 
Quercia,'' was recently discovered and 
brought to London which the owners 
claim to be the original of the one in 
the Prado Museum. It is reported 
that the owners of the painting are ask- 
ing $750,000 for it, the actual owner- 
ship being preserved as a secret, al- 
though it is stated that the picture is in 
the possession of a syndicate. 

The authenticity of this picture is 
doubted by London ''experts." Mr. 
P. G. Konody says it is an inferior 
school copy and that there is not an 
atom of Raphael in the picture. 

The art critic of the Daily JMews ex- 
presses doubt about its origin, and is not 
disposed to accept it as from the hand of 
the master. He thinks he can detect a Flem- 
ish origin in the treatnlent of the subject, 
and says he noticed other points which are 
certainly not Raphaelesque. 

Commendatore Corrado Ricci, Director of 
the Fine Arts Department of the Italian 
Ministry of Education, expresses the opinion 
that the so-called ''Madonna della Querela" 
is only a copy.

TREASURES UNCOVERED. 

A despatch from a Rome corres- 
pondent says that: 

The removal of the whitewash from the 
ceiling of the sacristy of a church at San 
Lorenzo revealed four tondi of Donatello. 
from 1438 to 1444 of the four Evangelists 
and the Miracles of St. John. They have 
been highly colored. The first represents 
St. John restoring Drusiana to life. Traces 
were found of a blue sky laid over a prepa- 
ration of permanent red. All the architec- 
tural details appear to have been colored a 
bright brick red. The figures, with the ex- 
ception of Drusiana, who is in the act of 
rising from a litter which is draped in 
black, are all white with a golden halo 
above the head of St. John. 



PARIS LETTER. 

Paris, Jan. 15, 1913. 

As has already been announced by 
cable exclusively in the Art News, the 
most important collection of the Baron 
Steengracht has been bought complete, 
by an anonymous amateur. This col- 
lection was one of the best in Holland, 
and art critics never failed to see it, 
when they happened to pass through 
the Hague. 

It would require too much space to 
note v^orks in the collection in any de- 
tail, but I will mention in the first 
place, ''La Toilette de Bethsabee" of 
Rembrandt, dating from about 1643, 
which, while it recalls Tintoretto, is 
nevertheless a genuine masterpiece. 
Peter de Hoogh is represented by a 
''Concert'^ dated 1677. Metsu by the 
well-known ''L'Enfant malade," Jan 
Steen by a "Scene d'Orgie" and the 
"Visite du Medecin," Gerard Dou by 
two most excellent portraits, and there 
is also an ''Embarquement'^ by Wou- 
vermans, and a ''Halte de Cavalier" by 
Cuyp. 

If a private buyer had not been found 
for this great collection it would have 
made another fine sale in Paris the com- 
ing Spring. 

''Les Artistes Animaliers Frangais" 
is a new society including all the art- 
ists, painters, sculptors, engravers, etc., 
whose models are especially animals. 
It is under the presidency of the Mar- 
quis de TAigle and of M. Armand Da- 
yot. 

Among the members are Gardet, 
Steinlein, Bigot, Paul Renouard, Mo- 
nard, Froment-Meurice, Oger, Bucher. 
The sculptor, Rodin, Prince Troubet- 
skoi and the famous Swedish painter, 
Lilljefors are also on the list as guests 
of the Society. An exhibition of the 
works of Barye will be held by the So- 
ciety next month. 

Exhibitions Now On. 

An exhibition of the works of Forain 
was opened in the iVLusee des Arts Dec- 
oratifs, this week. There is also on 
there a new exhibition of Japanese en- 
gravings, the main feature a very good 
collection of works by Hokusai. 

At George Petit's the most glaring 
fault of the ''Cimaise'' exhibition, is 
that half of the works on view ought 
not to be there. Had a selection of the 
painters who follow been made the dis- 
painters whose names follow been 
made, the display would be more ap- 
preciated. Fernand Maillaux's land- 
scapes, for example, are truly delight- 
ful. 

Among the sculptors, Jacques Fro- 
ment-Meurice exhibits lifelike oxen 
studies and a "Bust of a Girl,'' a large 
and strong work. 

Among the engravers, I note Chah- 
ine, the robust pieces of Schmied, and 
among the ornamentists MM. Brin- 
deau de Jarny and Feuillatre, and Mme. 
Gaston Lecreux should be mentioned.

It is published, chiefly for collectors, by 
Mr. Frederic Fairchild Sherman and 
its editor is Doctor Wilhelm R. Val- 
entiner of the Metropolitan Museum. 

The publication has sixty-two pages, pro- 
fusely illustrated in black and white, a 
light green paper cover and is sold to sub- 
scribers for $4 a year. 

This first number contains such technical 
articles as "A Madonna by Carlo Crivelli," 
by Professor F. J. Mather; "A Terra Gotta 
Bust of Francois/' by Prof Allan Mar- 
quand; "The Earliest Dated Painting by 
! Rembrandt of 1626," by Mr. Joseph Breck, 
'and "Paintings and Drawings" by Tiepolo 
I in the Metropolitan Museum, by Dr. Bern- 
hard Berenson, with an article on Tiepolo.

RECENT EUROPEAN ART BOOKS. 

The ninth volume of the ''Artistic Memo- 
rials of the Rhenish Pronnees has been pub- 
lished by L. Schwann, of Diisseldorf. It 
includes the circles of Aix-la-Chapelle and 
Eupen. 

"New Painting" is the title of a work by 
Ludwig Coellen (now in its second edition),, 
dealing with the Impressionist school as 
typified by Van Gogh and Cezanne, and 
the romantic features of "new painting" as 
exemplified by Hodler; Gauguin and Ma- 
tisse. It is published by E. W. Bonsels & 
Co., Munich. 

Vittorio Malamane, known for his ability 
in biographical research, has recently writ- 
ten a life of Canova, published by Hoepli 
of Milan. Among the facts disclosed by 
this work is the discovery that the "Amor 
and Psyche" group of the Villa Carlotta is 
not an original work of Canova, but one 
from the hand of his assistant, Tadolini. 

While Watteau is not in vogue today, he 
has admirers in the ranks of art lovers. He 
therefore appropriately finds a place in the 
series of "Classic Artists," now being pub- 
lished by the Deutsche Verlagsanstalt, 
Stuttgart. The volume is the twenty-first 
of the series, and is from the pen of H. E. 
Zimmermann. The 87 reproductions of pic- 
tures necessarily lose, it has been remarked, 
through the absence of that coloring which 
is a prominent attraction in Watteau's pic- 
tures. 

C. O. Boerner, of Leipzig, has published 
a comprehensive biographical catalogue, 
with the names of many artists of more or 
less renown. This work is intended for the 
benefit of collectors, and include*:, in addi- 
tion to minor celebrities, the names of 
Busch, Chadowiecki. Dore, Hosemann, Men- 
zel Oeser, Pletsch, Richt and Schwind. The 
works of all these artists are said to be 
getting scarce. 

Under the title "A Thousand Years of 
German Art." a Dosthumous work by the 
late Berthold Riehl has been published. At 
the time of his unlooked for death, this 
work, dealing with the artistic history of 
the valley of the Danube, was practically 
completed. While it is an extract from the 
artistic history of Germanv. it also magni- 
fies the subject: illustrating the features 
of German artistic development, in the dis- 
trict referred to. 

Messrs. R. Roger and F. Chernoviz, art 
publishers of Paris, have announced the 
early oublication of the second volume of 
the "Critical Dictionarv of Painters.- De- 
signers, Eng-ravers and Sculptors of All 
Ages and Countries." 
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EMERSON McMILLIN SALE 



First Session. 

The first session of the sale of the pic- 
tures, owned by Mr. Emerson McMillin in 
the Plaza Hotel ballroom Monday evening, 
resulted in a total of $38,480 for 61 can- 
vases, tw^o of w^hich were watercolors. The 
large room was filled, every seat being oc- 
cupied. The bidding was good, but at no 
time especially spirited. The prices ob- 
tained were, on the whole, good, especially 
for the American pictures. The offerings 
of these were not the best in the collec- 
tion. The highest price of the session, 
$3,150, was paid by Knoedler and Co. for 
George Inness' "Shades of Evening." The 
foreign work included several examples of 
now old-fashioned painters. A fair "Wall- 
achian period," Schreyer, brought the 
highest figure of the foreigns, $2,300, from 
a local art firm. The example of Gerome, 
a typical nude and interior, brought only 



representative of the Georges Petit gal- 
leries of Paris. The highest priced Ameri- 
can picture sold was Inness' ''Durham, 
Conn.," dated 1878, which brought $4,500 
from an anonymous collector. Wyant's 
"Grey Day" sold for $3,900 to Knoedler & 
Co., and his earlier "Mountain Scene" for 
$3,100 to Moulton & Ricketts. 

A typical example of the late William 
Keith went to Mr. P. W. Rouss for $2,025, 
while Inness' early "Perugia and The Val- 
ley" sold to Mr. Henry Schulteis for $3,080. 
A comparatively early and dark Corot, "Les 
Contrabandiers," went to Mr. James Camp- 
bell of St. Louis, and who was again a large 
purchaser, for $3,000. It is interesting to 
note that these American pictures surpassed 
in price, even a fine Dupre, which Mr. Schul- 
teis secured for $2,200.

Clark paid $16,500, was bought in 1892 from 
the Thos. B. Clarke collection for $2,000, 
^nd the Wyant, for which Mr. Geo. H. 
Ainslie paid $12,000, sold for $1,800 in the 
Clarke sale in 1892. Mr. Eduard Brandus 
was the underbidder to the amount of 
$75,100.

HENRY T. CHAPMAN COLLECT'N 

The art collections of the late Col. 
Henry T. Chapman of Brooklyn, which 
are to be sold at auction by the Metro- 
politan Art Association at the Ander- 
son Art Galleries at Madison Ave. and 
40 St. — the art objects on the after- 
noons of Monday-Wednesday, Jan. 27- 
29 next, at 2.30 P. M. each day, and the 
pictures on the evenings of the same 
days at 8.15 o'clock — are, as was said 
last week, those of an enthusiastic art 
lover and collector of eclectic taste and 
wide reading and travel. They cover 
many fields of art production. Ori- 
ental and modern and old European 
porcelains and pottery^ tapestries, old 
and modern bronzes and drawings, etc., 
and old and modern pictures of many 
and varied schools. They are thus col- 



galleries of the Metro^^^olitan Art As- 
sociation in the Anderson building, 
with their rich golden brown hangings 
fine daylight and electric lighting, and 
artistic divisions. These benefit the pic- 
tures greatly and show them to the best 
possible advantage. 

Let us be patriotic and give place 
first to the works of American paint- 
ers shown. These range from the early 
landscapist, Thomas Doughty and his 
successor Thomas Hicks, the portrait- 
ists Gilbert Stuart and J. S. Copley, 
and their successors, Henry Inman (a 
conventional but good portrait of Fanny 
Kemble Butler), to vhe present Carle- 
ton Wiggins, Ralph Blakelock, the late 
Wyatt Eaton and Joseph Jefferson, to 
Arthur B. Davies, who is represented 
by several early works, including a fine

and most prominent art lovers and buy- 
ers of the country, with not a few vis- 
itors from Europe. The dispersal of 
these collections will, therefore, be an 
art event of unusual interest and im- 
portance, and, following the sale of the 
McMillin pictures this week, and the 
coming dispersal, of the Borden art 
collections, will mark another event of 
this crowding art season. 

The porcelains and potteries, and es- 
pecially the Oriental porcelains, will 
greatly appeal to collectors, as the last 
comprise some pieces of rare quality 
and beauty, notably a fine group of 
decorated Chinese vases, a single color 
group of Chinese vases, a San Tsai 
porcelain vase (Kang-Si period), a 
Peach Blow vase with green dragon 
on neck (Yung-Ching), a black porce- 
lain vase (Kang-Si), and some fine and 
rare early Ming and other pieces, as 
well as some unusual early Chinese 
and Japanese bronzes and ivories. The 
pictures, which number some 232, will, 
however, most appeal to the general art 
public. 

In the selection of these, Col. Chap- 
man would appear to have been guided 
and influenced more by his love for 
color and quality than necessarily by 
names, and his example can be com- 
mended to art lovers and collectors of 
today, for when the American picture 
lover and buyer can divorce himself 
from names, and seek more after quality 
the halcyon days of the artist, and 
even the dealer in this land, will come, 
and not before. Of course Col. Chap- 
man had himself an idea of the au- 
thorship and authenticity of his pic- 
tures. He had a good knowledge of 
the early and later schools, and many

There is 
an example of Barker of Bath, two 
given to "Old CVome," three good ex- 
amples of Etty, two given to Hogarth, 
one to Kneller, two to Lawrence, one 
to Gainsborough and two to Sir Josh- 
ua, ten to Morland, one to Raeburn, 
one to Romney, and one to Turner, 
while the later Wilkie and Shayer have 
one each. Mauve and Israels and the 
German Zugel are also represented. 

It will be seen from this brief review 
how much of interest the collection 
holds for the art lover and collector.

EVANS TO SELL PICTURES. 

Mr. William T. Evans will sell at 
auction his collection of modern Amer- 
ican pictures, through the American 
Art Association probably in early 
April next. 

For many years Mr. Evans has been 
an indefatigable collector. His first 
collection was formed about 1885 and 
consisted exclusively of foreign works, 
and this he sold publicly in 1890. lie 
then began collecting the works of 
American artists and succeeded in 
forming an important assemblage of 
representative works of America's b^st 
genre and landscape painters and dis- 
posed of this at auction in 1900, when 
a number of record prices were made 
for American pictures. 

The collection numbers upwards of two 
hundred canvases and includes 6 important 
examples of George Inness and 19 of A. H. 
Wyant. There are also examples of Homer

The Barbizon Masters.

play. The collectors and amateurs who 
have visited and studied the collection 
the past week, have had interesting, 
^nd sometimes, amusing guessing 
matches, as to some of the attributions 
and in most instances the final verdict 
has been in favor of Col. Chapman's 
first attributions — good testimony to his 
knowledge and wisdom. There has 
heen no difference of opinion, how- 
ever, as to the evidence the collection 
affords of its having been formed by a 
man of taste, and selections judiciously 
made at the sale, will enrich many a 
drawing room and private gallery. 

A word must here be said as to the 
'heautiful and effective setting given

temporary English School it reflects accu 
rately the taste of the time. As was the 
case with most private collections of this 
period, the pictures were ascribed to the 
masters whose works they most resembled. 

In order that there should be no mis- 
understanding by reason of such ascrip- 
tions, the American Art Association has 
had the pictures recataloged in the light 
of modern knowledge. This departure from 
its usual practice, of accepting traditional 
attributions, seemed justified by the espe- 
cial circumstances of the case, for it seemed 
a pity that works, often meritorious in 
themselves, should be discredited by mis- 
leading ascriptions, or that one should be 
put in any other position than that of judg- 
ing these pictures on their artistic merits. 

There have been indicated as copies, 
therefore, the -pictures that clearly fall into 
that category, by describing them as "After" 
the respective artists. Pictures of which 
only the general style was ascertainable 
have been designated as "School" pieces. 
Those which could be confidently ascribed 
to the manner of a particular artist have 
been catalogued as "Attributed." It should 
be said that these pictures are old, for the 
most part original, and that an exhaustive 
expertise would undoubtedly identify many 
of them as interesting works of the artists 
of old schools.

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EXHIBITIONS CONTINUED. 

Try on at Montross*. 

Individual and poetic, the retrospective 
exhibition of twenty-one works by D. W. 
Tryon, now on at the Montross Galleries, 
through Feb. 1, may best be termed. The 
earliest example shown is "Moonlight — 
Sheep," loaned by Mr. George L. Jewett, 
and dated 1884, and the latest "Springtime." 
one of the only two works owned by the 
artist and dated 1912. All the other ex- 
amples have been loaned. 

The display well exemplifies the able 
artist's knowledge of and love for nature, 
and will be a delight to lovers of purity of 
color, refinement of treatment and tender 
tonal expression. And if the subjects are 
perhaps a little monotonous, all landscapes 
which give the impression of having been 
painted in the same locality, they have so 
much beauty of color and tender atnios- 
pheric quality, with individual expression, 
so feelingly combined with nature's truth, 
that the visitor is both charmed and 
soothed. 

The soft greens of "Early Spring" of 1894 
appeal, as do also the tender gray atmos- 
pheric tones of "Before Sunrise," of 1907; 
"Night— New England," 1911, loaned by Dr. 
F. Whiting, is charming in conception and 
delicate in its translation of rolling mists, 
violet harmonies and the solitude of night. 
"Harvest Time," "Autumn— Evening" and 
"Autumn — Morning" are also canvases of 
mellow harmonies. 



Sculptures and Drawings by Jo Davidson. 

An exhibition of some thirty-seven sculp- 
tures and drawings, including a number of 
portrait busts by Jo Davidson, is on at the 
Henry Reinhardt Galleries, No. 565 Fifth 
Ave., through Feb. 1. This yoiing sculptor 
made a most favorable impression on New 
York art lovers by an exhibition held here 
last year, and the present display will con- 
firm this impression. He has unusual facil- 
ity, models well, obtains direct and con- 
vincing effects, and good likenesses in his 
portrait busts, and, save for a slight ten- 
dency to carelessness in some of his anato- 
mical details, shows a thorough knowledge 
and no little power of execution. Espe- 
cially good, of his portrait busts, are those 
of Mr. Edward Drummond Libbey, John 
Marin and Miss Doris Keane. 

Mr. Davidson's drawings have unusual 
grace of line, and this attribute is also em- 
phasized in his bas-relief decorative panel, 
a reproduction of which adorns the cover 
of a tasteful catalog of the display. 

Marin Show at Photo-Secession Gallery. 

An exhibition of watercolors and oils by 
John Marin, of New York, is now on at the 
gallery of the Photo-Secession, 291 Fifth 
Ave., to continue to Feb. 15. 

In regard to his views of New York 
shown, the artist declares himself in saying 
that he does not consider the life of a great 
city as confined only to the people and ani- 
mals in its streets and in its buildings, but 
rather that the buildings themselves move 
and have life^great forces are at worlc — 
the larger warring upon the smaller, and so 
he has tried to express graphically what a 
great city is doing in the 15 watercolors, of 
which 5 are different aspects of the Wool- 
worth Building. The "Brooklyn Bridge." 
"Broadway, St. Paul's Church," "Broadway, 
Trinity Church," "River Movement— The 
Hudson," "Singer Building," "Municipal 
Building" and "Naval Parade" complete the 
New York series. 

The landscapes, 13 in all, comprising 
views in the Berkshires and Adirondacks, 
more defined in outline, although character- 
istically bold and erratic in color, are also 
expressive of the artist's emotions as in- 
spired by nature. 

This exhibition will be followed by a dis- 
play of photographs by Alfred Stieglitz in 
the same gallery. 



Robinson Watercolors at Strauss'. 

After an absence of seven months spent 
in Italy, Sicily, France, Spain and Holland, 
Miss Florence Robinson has returned to 
New York with over 50 watercolors done 
while abroad, which are now shown at the 
Strauss Gallery, 285 Fifth Ave. 

Miss Robinson's work, resonant in qual- 
ity and handled with great delicacy and 
understanding of her medium, is well ex- 
emplified in the two Versailles Palace sub- 
jects, previously exhibited at the Salon, also 
her "Place de la Concorde," "On the Seine," 
"Pergola in May," "Palumbo Terrace," 
while the Venetian scenes and views in 
Spain, all characteristically luminous and 
picturesque, are supplemented by nine clev- 
erly drawn twenty-five-minute sketches 
done at Julien's while in Paris this summer. 
. Miss Robinson, who has sold examples 
of her work to the State in France, the 
Cleveland Art School and Harvard Uni- 
versity, will go to Boston at the' close of 
her exhibition here and open an exhibition 
of watercolors at the Cobb's gallery. 



Sculptures and Pictures by Three Women. 

In the inner gallery of the Carroll Stu- 
dios, 64 West 38 St., two decidedly clever 
women are holding a joint exhibition. 
Clara Hill, a sculptor, pupil of Denys Puech 
and Augustus Saint Gaudens, has some 
twenty-two works, executed with rare skill 
and feeling. Her compositions are well ex- 
pressed and evidence careful thought and 
knowledge. There are fountains, memorial 
tablets, portrait busts, designs for door- 
knockers, book ends and several statuettes, 
the last with grace of line and beauty of 
design. There is a good portrait bust of 
Lincoln, and a charming head of the little 
son of George Kelham, of San Francisco, 
and a fountain for Dr. Harry Lewis, a 
strong, well-modeled work. "Piper," "For- 
ward," "Young Girl" and "Mother and 
Child" are all capital. 

Frances Soule Campbell, whose pencil 
portrait sketches have been described in 
many art journals and other periodicals, is 
not unknown to the art world. Her por- 
trait of Mrs. Eddy, which she executed so 
sympathetically, interpreting the spiritual 
side of the dead woman's character with 
so much feeling, has made her work known 
throughout the United States.' Her pre- 
sentment of Mark Twain, which reveals all 
intellect and at the same time his tender- 
ness and humor, is a remarkable character 
study. "William Keith" is also one of her 
best works. "Theodore Roosevelt," "Car- 
dinal Newman," "Ambrose Bierce" and 
"Maud Adams" show a rare gift for por- 
traiture. "Abdul Baba," one of her most 
recent works, is also true and strong. That 
the artist goes beyond the surface in her 
search for character is well evidenced by 
this exhibition. It is spirituality and "soul 
quality" that she so tenderly expresses. 

In the outer gallery Catherine Bartoo 
shows twenty-two oils, including portraits 
and landscapes. Among the former is a 
presentment of Elsie Janis and one of Jef- 
ferson De Angelis. "Little Man" is an in- 
teresting portrait of a child. 



Americans at Milch Gallery. 

An exhibition of a group of American 
artists has been arranged by Mr. Van Lith 
for the Milch Gallery, 939 Madison Ave., 
to continue through Feb. 3. Among the 
thirty-two exhibitors are some of the best 
known names in American art, and in many 
cases the examples shown are of the first 
quality. There is a beautiful Inness, small 
but characteristic, and a typically good ex- 
ample of F. Ballard Williams, Leonard 
Ochtman is represented by a choice land- 
scape, and Emil Carlsen's poetical soft 
green toned landscape is a gem. Nothing 
could be better than R. M. Shurtleff's fa- 
miliar but always welcome "Wood Interior," 
tenderly typical. 

There are fine examples also of Carleton 
Wiggins, A. T. Van Laer, A. L. Groll, Bruce 
Crane, Charlotte Coman, Aloysous O'Kelly, 
Eugene Higgins, R. W. Van Boskerck, 
C. W. Hawthorne and an exceptionally fine 
Bogert, a good landscape by O. P. Gruppe, 
a typical street scene by Guy Wiggins, an 
Autumn landscape by Cullen Yates that 
would add distinction to any display, a 
charming, tender work by Will S. Robin- 
son, and good works by F. R. Green, Frank

Bruestle, Edith H. Garrique and Dedrick 
Steuber. The paintings are all of medium 
size and therefore good for "home" selec- 
tio*^. 



Ninth Group at MacDowell. 

The ninth exhibition at the MacDowell 
Club to continue through Feb. 5, is com- 
posed of works by a group of seven wornen 
and one lone man. There are portraits, 
landscapes, figure pieces and street scenes, 
and every school, the old fashioned, the 
broad impressionist and everything in be- 
tween is represented. Even the sane and 
the insane are here. But out of the chaos 
come two or three really creditable paint- 
ers. Perhaps the best of these is Emily N. 
Hatch, whose group pi seven portraits are 
strong and serious. Lspecialiy good is her 
presentment of Mr. Arthur Shattuck, which 
evidences an honest determination to ob- 
tain character, and is good in color. Anna 
Milo Upjohn has several interesting can- 
vases. Among the strongest are "The 
Elder Sister" and "Portrait of John Van 
Benschoten." Louise B.' Hancock has a 
group of highly colored, sunny canvases 
which presage future success. 

The two sculptors exhibiting show inter- 
esting examples, they are H. Sahler and 
Valetta H. Bissel.

Men Painters at Powell's. 

Following the recent excellent exhibition 
by a group of women artists at the Powell 
Gallery, 983 Sixth Ave., comes an interest- 
ing group of men, among whom are in- 
cluded some strong and well-known paint- 
ers, as well as some of the younger men 
whose work holds its own in the display. 
Colin O. Cooper, Emil Carlsen, Paul Corn- 
oyer and Irving Wiles, with a kindly feel- 
ing and breadth of view, hang their 
works with those of such younger artists 
as Allen D. Cochran, Cecil Chichester and 
Montfort Coolidge, whom they recognize 
as among the "coming men." John Carl- 
son, leader of the "Woodstock School," is 
here with three fine examples, "Winter Wil- 
lows," "Silent Woods" and "A Morning in 
January," all typical. Guy Wiggins' "The 
Plaza — 'New York" is one of his best, and 
marks his steady advance, and there are 
good examples of George H. Macrum and 
Edmund Greacen, altogether an unusually 
interesting show which should not be 
missed. 



Paintings by W. E. Schumacher. 
Strong and effective is the exhibition of 
high-keyed, decorative paintings by Will- 
iam Emile Schumacher, at the Woman's 
Cosmopolitan Club, 142 East 33 St., to re- 
main through Feb." 10. This is the first time 
that the artist's work has been seen in 
America, and thus far he may be said to be 
the strongest and best "illustrator" of the 
pointillist method, to exhibit a group of 
works here withifi recent years. Many of 
the subjects were painted at Moret, and in 
Brittany, and the. landscapes and flower 
pieces, brilliantly colored as they are, create 
a happy, joyous impression. Here again is 
seen the "Old Bridge at Grez," which had 
attracted painters from every land for many 
years, and if it is presented in a new guize, 
with vivid color instead of, the tender quiet 
grays and soft atmosphere by which it has 
become familiar, it lacks none of the 
poetry or charm which has been the lure of 
the earlier artists. "Church at Moret," 
"Decorative Landscape" and "Brittany 
Landscape" are among the most appealing 
canvases. There are portraits and figure 
compositions attractively decorative, but the 
pointillist method of expression has not as 
yet proved a success in portraiture. The 
artist is an American, but has lived for 
many years in Paris.

Current talk consists in the effort of

Late German Art Notes. 

Professor Lorenz Ritter, the water-color 
painter of Nuremberg, recently celebrated 
his eightieth birthday. His specialty con- 
sists of local subjects. 

A new building is about to be erected for 
the Museum of Hamburg, at a cost of 
$450,000. The designs are by Professor 
Fritz Schumacher, of that city. 

After a long interval, Stuttgart is about 
to re-enter the ranks of German art cities. 
In connection with the inauguration of the 
new Art Exhibition Building, there will be 
held from May to October, 1913, an exhibi- 
tion of German and international art, in 
which painting, sculpture and graphic arts 
will be represented. 

Only select works will be exhibited, which 
have, where possible, been already publicly 
exhibited in Germany. It is contemplated 
to devote the equivalent of $75,000^ to the 
purchase of paintings. Foreign artis.ts are 
being invited to take part in the exhibition 
by the directors. Professors Von Haug, 
Landenberger, Holzel and Habich. 

In the competition for the design of the 
new building to be erected by the Grand 
Bazar Zum Strauss, Nuremberg, the four 
prizes will be respectively equal: $2,500, 
$1,750, $1,000 and $500. Two other designs 
will be purchased for $250 each. The judges 
will be Dr. Ludwig Hofmann, Berlin; Pro- 
fessor Albin Miiller, Darmstadt, and Pro- 
fessor Emanuel von Seidl, Munich. 

Fritz Klimsch is engaged upon a memorial 
to the 7th Uhlan Regiment, to be erected 
at Saarbriick. It .consists of a bronze life- 
size figure of a youth on horseback; his only 
garb a Grecian helmet. 

A group of frescoes has been discovered 
in the Church of the Virgin at Stuben, 
Tyrol. One of them is a head of Christ, 
while in five panels are displayed^ the 
Redeemer and four Evangelists. A picture 
from the end of the 15th century depicts the 
"Resurrection of the Dead," with angels 
and devils, respectively, carrying off the 
good and the bad. 

The Municipal Museum of Elberfeld, 
which has been closed during the work of 
extension, reopened January 18, with an 
exhibition of classical 19th century paint- 
ing. The exhibition ranges from Goya 
and Constable, including the Barbizon 
"School to the Impressionist period, follow- 
ing the developments of the greater Ger- 
man masters of the 19th century. In March 
a collection will be added of Elberfeld por- 
traits of the last decade. 

The Mulhouse Society of Arts recent 
ly organized an exhibition of the works of 
Theodor Deck, the ceramic expert, in con- 
junction with a display of canvases by Mary 
Benner, the talented Alsatian artist. 

The difficulties which had stood in the 
way having been removed, a full collection 
of Cezanne's works has also been exhibited. 



NERO RELICS FOUND. 

A special cable to . the New York Sun 
from Rome says that very interesting ex- 
cavations are being made by the Italian 
Government in Nero's "Golden House": 

"The importance of these excavations is 
due to the fact that some of the most 
famous paintings and drawings of the six- 
teenth century, when the baths of Trajan 
were more easily accessible, were copied, 
often erroneously, from the beautiful mural 
decorations, which the removal of the ac- 
cumulated earth is now bringing to light." 

"Of the mural paintings the most inter- 
esting is that of a warrior with nodding 
helmet, a woman holding a child, clearly 
visible in the painting, and another woman 
in the background, where a gate and battle- 
ments are also noticeable. Dr. Weege iden- 
tifies this painting with the touching scene 
in the Iliad of the parting of Hector from 
Andromache. The picture, copied from here 
by Carracci and ,the. B3.rtp.li, is to be, seen, 
but without the child, at Windsor, arid has 
consequently been misdescribed as Coriol- 
anus and His Mother." 



Italian Government Buys Statue. 

The N. Y. "Sun" is authority for the 
following story : 

The Italian Government has acquired for 
$30,000 a Greco-Roman bronze statue worth 
more than $1(X),000. It represents a youth, 
probably a geneous or tutelary, which was 
discovered in a field at Bassano, near Sturi, 
once a flourishing Etruscan city. 

Many art dealers motored to Bassano and 
offered up to half a million francs for the 
statue, but a non-commissioned officer of 
the Caribaneers sequestered it and sent a 
despatch to the director of the Archaeologi- 
cal Department here telling him of the find. 
The latter realized its value and pointed out 
that the Government was entitled to half 
ownership. Hence he was offered $30,000 
compensation and the Government carried 
off the statue, which is of life-size and con- 
sidered one of the best specimens in ex- 
istence. 

The statue is admirably preserved and is 
covered with characteristic green patina. 
The eyes are hollow and were evidently 
originally filled with silver or enamel. 



Recovery of Pictures by Museum. 

According to the Kunstchronik, several 
pictures mysteriously disappeared four 
■years ago from the Museum of Bergues in 
French Flanders. One of these has lately 
reappeared on its walls, but the officials are 
reticent as to the circumstances under 
which it has been returned. The report 
states that the return of other pictures is 
anticipated. 

European art experts are asking whether 
there is any chance of the "Mona Lisa" 
turning up in the same way. In the latter 
■case, the opinion has been expressed that 
the picture never left the Louvre, but 
had been spoiled by the officials, and con 



Art Critics Denounced. 

A special cable to The New York Times 
from London says': '-'Thb works of the late 
Sir Alma-Tadema are the subject of a bitter 
controversy. An exhibition of them is now 
being held in London, and the criticisms in 
the newspapers have aroused the ire of Sir 
Philip Burne-Jones and Sir William B. 
Richmond, R. A. Sir Philip has written a 
letter denouncing the critics, of whom he 
says: 

"These are the halcyon days of the ama- 
teur unabashed, of the artistic wastrel, and 
the man who does not know his business." 

Sir W. B. Richmond accuses the critics 
of having sworn allegiance to post- 
impressionism and declares their taste viti 
ated, their judgment debauched, and their 
sensibilities poisoned. 

The critics reply that they are perfectly 
ready to recognize Alma-Tadema's consum- 
mate draughtsmanship and impeccable tech- 
nique, but they deny that he was a really 
great artist, because, they say, he lacked 
inspiration.

INDIANAPOLIS (IND.) 

The annual exhibition of paintings 
is now on at the John Herron Art Insti- 
tute. This is the most important exhibi- 
tion of the year. A committee from each 
of several of the most important clubs 
of the city was invited to assist at the 
opening reception, and these committees 
constituted the nucleus of a representa- 
tive assembly of the people of the city. 
The pictures constituting the exhibition 
require four galleries and admirably ex- 
emplify the trend of modern American 
art. With the pictures loaned by the 
artists themselves are several loaned by 
collectors and the exhibition throughout 
is thoroughly representative and of a high 
order of merit. 

T. C. Steele, who, owing to the remark- 
ably fine weather of the autumn, remained 
at ihis lodge at Brookville until Decem- 
ber, is now displaying at H. Lieber & 
Co.'s the result of his year's work. He 
has recently shown some fine snow scenes 
and well rendered flower studies. It is 
to be regretted that, owing to the rather 
limited space which the company can at 
present give to exhibitions, Mr. Steele's 
work cannot be adequately displayed. 

The art section of the Women's De- 
partment Club is at present engaged in 
a line of work which, it is to be hoped, 
may become permanent. Through the 
kindness of Mr. Evans Master, president 
of the Art Association, Mrs. Harry B. 
Burnett, ohairman of the art section, se- 
cured a room in a centrally-located build- 
ing, where local artists may put their 
work on exhibition, by paying a small 
fee of 50c. for each picture. The recent 
exhibition resulted in the sale of two or 
three canvasses. The Women's Depart- 
ment Club, having taken over the 
Propylacum, the Women's club- 
house, is utilizing the wall space 
in the east parlor for keeping on 
view, paintings by local artists 
which may be rented for one year, 
at a stated sum, and returned or pur- 
chased, if desired, sf. the end of that time, 
by the persons who rent them. This 
plan is resulting in the placing of some 
pictures in city homes, although sufficient 
time has not yet elapsed for the comrnit- 
tee to judge as to the number of actual 
sales. This "art-on-approval" method 
may be productive of good results, and, 
as the aim of the women is to assist the 
artists in reaching the public, the plan 
may prove highly satisfactory. 



PORTLAND (ORE.) 

The exhibition which filled the gal- 
leries of the Art Museum during the 
past Autumn was composed of pictures 
loaned from the private collections in 
the city, and on the whole was very 
satisfactory. 

Among the private collections of 
Portland that of Mr. C. E. S. Wood, 
v'hile small, is one of the most inter- 
esting. There is a fine Reynolds, "Por- 
trait of Ladv Ballington," and a charac- 
teristic ^vxettling, but the gems of the 
collection are the examples of the con- 
temporary American school, including 
^The Balcony" and "Coast of Maine," 
by Childe Hassam, and the delightful 
frieze in the library by the same artist, 
an unusual departure for him; a study 
of flowers by J. Alden Weir and a por- 
trait of Mr. Wood by the same artist. 

There are several paintings by Albert 
P. Ryder, and two portraits by George 
de Forest Brush, which have that art- 
ist's oeculiar qualities and are fine ex- 
amples. Among the most interesting 
objects in this well-selected collection 
are some notable bronzes by the late 
Olin Warner, several wonderful In- 
dians' heads, a portrait bust of J. Alden 
Weir, and a bas-relief in marble of Mr. 
Wood's children, five charming heads 
beautiful in composition.

BALTIMORE. 



The more one sees of the Watercolor 
Club's exhibition now on at the Peabody 
Gallery, the more is one impressed with 
the general excellence of the display, and 
the beauty and charm of the majority of 
the exhibits. 

Among the many things that space limita- 
tions forbade mention of in the first notice 
of the show are Colin Campbell Cooper's 
"Salem Residence," Frederick Crane's 
"Shower and Sunshine," the clever "Across 
the River" of Sears Gallagher; Edward 
Dufner's characteristic "Song of the 
Thrush," which has the place of honor on 
the east wall; and Herman Dudley 
Murphy's coast scenes, as delicate and deli- 
cious in color and feeling as ever. 

Henry B. Snell shows his "Coast of 
Devon" and '*'On the Quai, Paris." Carl J. 
Nordell's "A Nude" is one of the finest of 
the small pictures and his two other offer- 
ings, "A Paris Market Woman" and "A 
Cafe, Paris," increase respect for his keen 
powers of insight and his well developed 
technique. 

Other particularly good things are Fred 
Wagner's "Late Afternoon" and "Moon- 
light," Ettore Caser's "Venice," the four 
snow pieces by H. Latimer Brown, A. E. 
Albright's "Childhood Hours," Jessie Wil- 
cox Smith's illustrations after Dickens, and 
her "Madonna," the rich color sketches by 
Van D. Perrine, Hugh Breckenridge's por- 
trait study of a young girl, "Youth," Will- 
iam Silva's "Maryland Sunset," Charles 
Warren Eaton's Italian subjects, all reson- 
ant in color and full of subleties, M'arianna 
Sloan's "St. Ives" and Cull en Yates' "Lime- 
stone Hill." 

On few occasions in the^ past have the 
artists of Baltimore and its vicinity appeared 
in larger numbers or to better advantage 
than in this display. "Spring Evening" and

all of whose contributions are agreeable in 
subject and suggest ample knowledge of the 
medium. Mrs. Harrison T. Beacham shows 
quick responsiveness to color and light in 
the "Flower Market," and her "Grapes" are 
realistic and' have beiauty of tone. S. Edwin 
Whiteman, instructor of the Charcoal Club, 
has a crisp, well-composed "Frosty Morn- 
ing" and a pastel, "Clearing in the Woods," 
notably rich in color, and loosely, but 
I strongly, constructed.' Mrs. W. W. Ford's 
i attractive portrait study, "Dorothy," is bet- 
' ter than her "L'Oiseau Bleu"; all three of 
' E. G. MacDowell's pieces are charming. 
Everett Lloyd Bryant can usually be ^ de- 
pended upon for something full of individu- 
ality, and he does not disappoint in the 
three decorative subjects he^^ presents. 

Joseph Lauber, new instructor of design 
and decoration at the Medical Institute, has 
a monotype, "Paring Apples," whose 
strength commands attention; -Willem 
Wirtz's work is interesting and has no small 
degree of originality and Miss Louise West 
is particularly effective with her^ "Chrys- 
anthemums." Other Baltimoreans cleserving 
special note are Irving Ward, G. -W. Get- 
tier, C. H. Walther, Miss May Keith, Miss 
Grace H. Turnbull and Miss*Dor-a Murdoch.

High-Class Works of HEDIAEVAL 
AND RENAISSANCE ART 



Without formality or any general 
reception, Duveen Brothers received 
their friends and clients this week in 
their new art house at 720 Fifth Ave., 
at the northwest corner of the Avenue 
and Fifty-sixth St., and these visitors, 
after inspection of the numerous gal- 
leries and rooms which occupy five en- 
tire floors^ united in an expression of 
surprised delight. It is safe to say that 
no such art house exists in any city 
of the world. It is more than an art 
house — it is a veritable "Intime" mu- 
seum of art. 

With the effective and beautiful ar- 
chitectural exterior of the building the 
New York art public is already famil- 
iar. It has been constructed of a warm 
grey stone, brought especially ifrom 
England and is a most effective and 
welcome addition to upper Fifth Ave. 
But it is with the interior arrange- 
ments, architecture and appointments of 
the building that the art public will be 
most surprised. To that taste in dec- 
oration, furnishing and arrangement,, 
as it were, of a framing appropriate tq j 
the rare and choice objets d'art, pic-| 
tures, tapestries and furniture for which 
the firm is justly famed, and which is 
evident and expressed in every de- 
tail, even to the locks and keyholes of 
the doors — all beautifully designed and 
chased — has been added a skill in the 
hanging and arrangement of draperies, 
in the placing and arrangement of 
lighting, which surpasses anything of 
the kind in the world. The proportions 
of the entrance hall, the smaller halls, 
the great stairway of the galleries, 
rooms and ceilings, are all admirable 
and harmonious. The color scheme of 
the entire building is white and brown 
I — the woodwork a light brown for the 
most part very simple, but when or- 
namented, so ornamented with grace- 
ful carvings, and the effect of the 
whole, with rugs and wall coverings, 
hangings, curtains and shades, to tone 
with all, is joyous and attractive in 
the extreme. 

A Beautiful Setting. 

In this beautiful setting are shown on 
the lower floors a choice but not large as- 
semblage of objets d'arts, Oriental and early- 
English and French porcelains, early and 
modern bronzes, old tapestries and furni- 
ture, all which are the choicest and rarest 
of their kind. There are vitrines filled with 
Oriental porcelains — greens, reds, steel and 
powder blues, blue and- whites, hawthornes, 
etc., which are marvels of beauty and color, 
and others which contain some of the rar- 
est Chelsea, Sevres, Saxe and other ware. 
There are such famous tapestries as the 
Renaissance, one of the "Last Supper," 
Gobelin, "Roland et les Noces d'Angelique 
et de Medor," woven by Neilson, after Coy- 
pel's picture for Prince Potenkin, a mounted 
suite of Rose Du Barry pink tapestry furni- 
ture, the famous Catallier Boucher tapestry, 
with other as famous objects and pieces; 
while in one small room is the miniature 
bust alone of his daughter Sabine by Hou- 
don, now owned by Judge Gery and loaned 
for a time, and which brought $99,000 at 
the Doucet sale in Paris last spring. 

The Rare Pictures. 

The pictures shown in the galleries on 
the third and fourth are, without exception, 
unusual and famous examples of the early 
English and French masters, including the 
two great large panels- by Bouchei*, "The 
Fountain of Love" and "The Bird Catchers," 
and a few early Italian and Flemish Primi- 
tives, and examples by the masters of the 
early schools of those countries, the last 
among the finest ever imported, and one in 
particular, probably the finest example ex- 
tant. 

It is impossible, even were it permissible, 
to detail further these rare and beautiful 
treasures. The firm reserves the privilege 
of showing them to their customers. 

Interior Arrangement. 

In a general way it may be said that the 
building is arranged with a large, beauti- 
fully lit and well proportioned entrance 
hall, with entrance directly from the Ave- 
nue, through which one passes through a 
wide and long hallway extending to the 
rear and from the centre of which on the 



right, and beyond a commodious and swift 
elevator, there ascends a wide stairway in 
a graceful curve, lit by large windows, which 
also Hght the hall, and with offices at the 
right and left beyond this stairway. The 
second floor, which is devoted to eighteenth 
century work, in which are the Oriental 
porcelains, is divided into two large gal- 
leries, on the front and rear with three 
smaller galleries, opening again off a well- 
lit hallway, to the left, on the 56 Street side 
of the building. 

On the third or Renaissance floor are 
shown the tapestries, armor and bronzes, 
again in large front and rear galleries, and 
smaller rooms, and here also are works of 
French and Italian artists, including some 
wonderful bronzes and a splendid Andrea 
Delia Robbia. 

On the fourth floor, with the same gen- 
eral arrangement, there are rooms for tap- 
estries and sculpture and for the exhibition 
of primitives, with one small room entirely 
in grey stone work, resembling a chapel 
with a richly carved wood early Italian ceil- 
ing, a most fitting setting for the Delia Rob- 
bia which it contains. Rare early pictures 
are shown in the large front and rear gal- 
leries on this floor and on the top or fifth 
floor with splendid top light, they are again 
displayed. | 

Not hours, but days, could well be spent 
by the art lover in the inspection of this 
remarkable building and the treasures it 
contains. Its erection and opening empha- 
sizes the fact, advanced so often in the 
Art News, that New York has become the 
art mart of the world. 



GIFTS TO MUSEUMS. 

The Charleston (S. C.) Art Associa- 
tion has received 3 paintings by Wal- 
ter M. Shirlaw as a gift from Mrs. Wal- 
ter Shirlaw. The pictures, which are all 
characteristic, are "Tuscan Troubadour/' 
"Reaping" and "Neapolitan Fisher Boy.'' 

The John Herron Art Institute of In- 
dianapolis has received from a promi- 
nent collector, a collection of forty 
pieces of oriental art. The collection 
comprises vases, water bottles, etc., of 
various colors, shapes and sizes. 

Under the will of the late Isaac C. 
Bates of Providence, many valuable 
paintings by American and foreign art- 
ists are bequeathed to the Rhode Isl- 
and School of Design. 

Among the foreign pictures are a small 
but fine and well-authenticated landscape 
by Jules Dupre; an unusual example of 
Diaz; a characteristic little Van Marcke; a 
Courbet, a Jacque, and a portrait by Lar- 
gilliere. The earlier school of American art 
is represented by several landscapes by 
George Inness, A. H. Wyant and R. Swain 
Gifford, a figure piece by Eastman John- 
son, two or three small works by Elihu 
Vedder, with paintings by Winslow Homer, 
Walter Shirlaw, S. R. Gifford, Kensett, 
F. E. Church, Gilbert Stuart and others. 
There are also pictures by Murphy, Miller, 
Bunce, Currier, Colman, Smillie and others. 
Frank W. Benson's "Summer" and his por- 
trait of Mr. Bates become the property of 
the museum. 

Other American works include three 
works by W. M. Chase, and pictures by 
Charles H. Woodbury, Childe Hassam, 
C. W. Hawthorne, G. W. Hitchcock and 
E. W. D. Hamilton. Local art is repre- 
sented by examples of the work of Barlow, 
Bannister, Baxter, Breul, Burleigh, Clarke, 
Drowne, Drury, Farnum, Gardiner, Ken- 
yon, Loring, O'Leary, Parker, Phelps, Rob- 
inson, Smythe, Tolman and Whitaker. 
There are also watercolors by Yoshida, 
color etchings by Raffaelli and Boutet de 
Monvel, .and many valuable etchings and 
engravings. 



A Studio Exhibition. 

An unusually interesting exhibition of 
Old Masters was held last week at 452 
Fifth Ave., in the studio of Prof. M. J. 
Rougeron, painter and well-known re- 
storer. Some twenty-five works were 
shown and included examples of Rem- 
brandt, Boticelli, Clouet, Franz Hals, Van- 
der Weyden, Cranach, Van Loo, Era An- 
gelico and there were also twelve remark-; 
able portraits by Bronzino. The paintings . 
were all sent by collectors from various^ 
cities throughout the U. S. and Canada; to? 
be restored by Prof. Rougeron, who gave 
a series of lectures to artists and students 
on the technique of "Old Masters" and on 
restoration.
